Later Senator Harding intends to 
bring the question of industrial re- 
construction into prominence, put 
the occasion for that address has 
not yet been selected. He is mak- 
ing a study of after-war industria! 
conditions and is understood to feel 
that the field offers much accepta- 
ble campaign material. It also is 
expected he will devote a speech to 
soldier compensation, among a aum- 
ber of other subjects to be covered 
as the campaign develops. 

He will speak here next Satur- 
day to state chairmen of the re- 
publican ways and means commit- 
tees entrusted with collection’ of 
campaign funds, but it is not ex- 
pected he will touch directly on the 
charges of an excessive campaign 
fund made by Governor Cox. He 
has indicated he expects adequate 
reply to be made by National Chair- 
nian, Hays and National Treasurer 
Upham. 

While he is devoting the major 
portion of his speeches to other 
subjects, however, the senator will 
not lose sight of the league issue. 
Several interesting angles of that 
fight are yet to be developed, and 
as the campaign proceeds the can- 
didate probably will touch on jt 
frequently in public utterances.

Harding headquarters made pub- 
lic today a batch of telegrams of 
congratulation on Senator Har- 
ding’s foreign relations speech of 
yesterday. Among them was one 
from Senator Brandegee, of Connec- 
ticut, one of the senate group of 
irreconcilables, saying “Glory hal- 
lelufa, God reigns and the govern- 
ment of Washington still lives.”

Organizetl Labor Is Not 
Backing Tom Watson. 


Somebody has said that “organiz- 
ed labor” in Georgia is going to 
support Watson for the senate. 

That statement I deny and will 
prove it. 

The men who physically work, the 
artisans, are, along with the pro- 
ducers, the bulwarks of our civili- 


gation. As a rule they ere just as 
sound and as safe as any class of 
society. They think—the most of 
them are educated. Their unions 
stand for the upbuilding and not 
for the tearing down of our insti- 
tutions. They are no more anar- 
chists than are men of the profes- 
sions. There are extremists in every 
branch of service. The pulpit is 
well supplied with them. The schooi 
room has a surplus quota. There 
is no reason, therefore, to believe 
that the organized laborers as a 
whole will support Watson any 
more than anybody else. on the hy- 
pothesis that Watson himself js an 
extremist and a radical. 

-It is an unfair indictment to 
charge “labor” with swinging to 


radicalism simply because there is 
such a school of thought existing. 

“Organized labor,” as a rule, and 
very correctly 80, supports its 
friends—its real friends. It usually 
can distinguish between gold and 
dross.

Are Entitled to Vote 
In State Primary 


Editor Constitution: The nine- 
teenth amendment, known as the Sue 
san B. Anthony suffrage amend- 
ment, having been ratified by the 
legislatures of three-fourths of the 
states of the United States and proc- 
lamation duly issued by Secretary of 
State Colby, thus becoming a part 
of the constitution of the United 
States, the women of our land have 
become entitled to vote in the com- 
ing national and state elections to 
be held in November of this year. 

This being the law. it should not 
only be recognized .as such. but 
cheerfully acquiesced in, and the 
state executive committee should 
meet and provide by amendment to 
the rules allowing the white women 
of the state of Georgia over 21 years 
of age the privilege of voting in the 
coming primary. 

The constitution of the state of 
Georgia provides that the constitu- 
tion of the United States is the first 
and supr@®me law of our state and 
superior in authority to the consti- 
tution of the state of Georgia. See 
code, section 6602 and section 6608. 

Therefore, all constitutiondl 
amendments or laws relating to the 
qualifications of voters have been 
wiped out in so far as limiting the 
electors to male citizens, 

As | understand it, the opponents 
of women’s suffrage recognize this 
fact, but insist that under the law 
of Georgia all voters must be duly 
registered. In reply to this, the 
laws and the constitution are per- 
fectly silent as to requiring women 


to register. 


It therefore becomes fhe duty of . | 


the state of Georgia to allow women 
to vote in the coming election. The 


istate can, if it desires, pass new 


legislation making reasonable re- 
Sirictions governing both male and 
female voters and allowing women 
to register before the November 


felection, but failing to do this, the 


women cannot be deprived of their 
suffrare. 

To disfranchise the women now by 
failing to pass a law, permifting 
them to register would have the ef- ' 
fect of violating the constitution of 
the United. States, and if the state 
of Georgia by failing to pass nee- 
essary legislation could disqualify 
women in the coming November elec- 
tions, they could just as effectively 
disqualify them in all elections for 
the next ten, twenty or fifty years, 
Simply by failing to pass the neces- 
sarv law. Therefore, women can no 
more be prevented from votin in 
November, 1920, than they could be 
prevented from yoting in 1930.

In Foreign Trade 


Bankers, Business Men 
and Manufacturers Will 


Learn How to Deal With 
Latin-America. 


Announcement has been made 
that the Southern Commercial con- 
gress will hold in this city, in co- 
operation with the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, an _ intensive 
course of study for the purpose of 
training bankers, business men and 
manufacturers in the details of for- 
eign trade. The training will have 
especial reference to commerce be- 
tween the United States and Latin- 
American countries. 

The school, to be known as the 
Atlanta “Plattsburg” school for Pan- 
American commerce, will open Sep- 
tember 27, in the “Town Hall” of

Mr. Getsinger, who has been with 
the Southern Commercial congress 
for a year or more, has just com- 
pleted a school of the above describ- 
ed nature in the Pan-American 
Union, Washington, D. C. 

Business men of Atlanta will be 
told how to deal with Latin-Amer- 
ican merchants and business men; 
they will be instructed regarding 
banking, exchange, foreign markets, 
transportation, packing, credits and 
various other details of local cus- 
toms. They will also be instructed 
pconcerning the terms and provisions 
of commercial documents used in 
foreign trade. A thorough under- 
standing of business documents cov- 
ering exchange, marine and other 
forms of insurance, bills of lading, 
drafts and acceptances, is regarded 
as Vital by the Southern Commer- 
cial congress. 


There will be classes for begin- 
ners in Spanish, and classes for thos 
more advanced in the language, all 
- charge of highly trained instruc- 
ors. 

Assisting Mr. Getsinger here will 
be John Barrett, retiring director- 
general of the Pan-American Union;

COX MORE FRIENDLY TO 
LABOR THAN HARDING

Cox has shown himself possessed of 
a fuller understanding of the needs 
of the working people, a readier re- 
sponse to their needs and to their 
proposals and a broader states- 
manship in his public discussions 
of’ the problems of. the industria] 
world. 

“In addition to his superior un- 
derstanding, Governor Cox is the 
candidate on a platform which la- 


bor has declared ‘marks a measure 
of progress not found in the repub- 
lican platform’ and the planks of 
which ‘more nearly approximate the 
desired declaration of human rights 
| than do the planks found in the re- 
publican platform.’ 

“Not only in the specific utter- 
ances relating directly to ques- 
tions held paramount bv labor ts the 
comparison favorable to Governor 
Cox.

However, the viewpoint of Gover- 
nor Cox is, we find, more clearly 
expressed and less open to the criti- 
cism of lack of clarity. 

‘Moreover, and as an argument 
that admits of no qualifying or de- 
nial there is Governor Cox’s record 
48 governor of Ohio during which 
he acted upon fifty-nine measures 
of interest to labor without acting 
on a Single one adversely to labor. 

‘This is a record of fidelity to 
humanity, of understanding of the 
needs of the great masses of the 
people that has few equals in Amer- 
ican political life. 

“The American labor movement 
asks from no man or woman a 
pledge of political conduct. It seeks 
to dictate to none. Its field is lim- 
ited. and properly so, to furnishing 
to the rank and file the informa- 
tion upon which it may base con- 
clusions. 

“There is no intention to depart 
from that rule which binds the of- 
ficers individually as well as col- 
lectively in servine the great labor 
movement. But it would be a sa@ 
and unforgivable remissness of duty 
in this crucial hour were the facts 
not presented with the utmost free- 
dom and completeness. 

“With the workers of America 
rest the right of deciding for which 
candidate they shall vote. As they 
vote—whether it be well and wisely. 
or with a disregard for the facts of 
life as they are—they will determine 
to a large degree the welfare and 
progress of the working people of 
our republic in the years just 
ahead.”

Statement of Scott. 

Trammell Scott, chairman of the 
anti-Watson-Hardwick campaign 
committee, gave out the following 
statement regarding the progress 
of the campaign against Watson and 
Hardwick: 

“We are receiving word fromal! 
parts of the state—by all parts, I 
mean every road crossing and ham- 
let—that the ex-service men are 
carrying out the program of the 
state convention of the American 
Legion. The flimsy camouflage of 

is becoming 
more laughable every day as the 
people from one end of Georgia to 
the. other come in contact with their 
local ex-service men carrying on 
their campaign against The Geor- 
gian’s beloved Toms and then read 
that paper's pitiful attacks on ‘the 
little group of Atlanta officers who 
are being used against Mr. Watson 
and Mr. Hardwick by old political 
enemies.

The general assembly of the State yt rind 
ie hereby proposes to the qualified elec- 
tors of said State an amendment to Para: 
graph 2, Section 1, Article 11 of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Georgia, as here- 
tofore amended, to provide for the crea- 
tion of a new county, to be known as 

Seminole, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. The general assembly of the 
state of Georgia proposes to the people of 
Georgia an amendment to paragraph 
section 1, article 11 of the constitution of 
this state, as heretofore amended, as fol- 
lows, to-wit: That in addition to the coun- 
ties now provided for by the constitution, as 
heretofore amended, there shall be a new 
county, to be known as Seminole, laid out 
from the counties of Decatur and Early, 
bounded as follows, to-wit: Beginning at 
the southwest corner of the state of Geor- 
gia, running thence eastward along the line 
between Georgia and Florida to the mouth 
of Flint river; thence up the channel of 
Flint river to the mouth of Spring creek; 
thence northward up the western bank of 
Spring creek to land lot (No. 151) number 
one hundred and thirty-one in the 21st dis- 
trict of Decatur county at @ point opposite 
a publie road known as Rhodes Ferry road, 
and thence west to a polut one-half mile 
distant from the west bank of Spring creck 
and thence northward along a line parallel 
with and one-half mile distant from the 
west bank of Spring creek to the sonth 
line of Miller county: thence west along 
the south line of Miller county to the 
southwest corner of Miller county: thence 
west along the south line of Early county 
to the line between Georgia and Alabama; 
thence southward along the state line be- 
tween Georgia and Alabama to the south- 
west corner of the state of Georgia and 
the line between Alabama and Florida con- 
tinuing southward along the state line be- 
tween Georgia and Florida to the south- 
west corner of the etate of Georgia, the 
point of beginning. 

The county site of said county shall be 
the town of Donalsonville, Georgia. 

Said county shall be attached to the 2d 
congressional district, to the Pataula judi- 
| cial circuit and the 8th senatorial district, 
until changed by the general assembly of 
Georgia, 

Terms of superior court in said county 
shall be held on the third Mondays in Feb- 
ruary, June and October, in each year, until 
changed ky the general assembly. 

Justices of the peace and constables cut 
off into the new county shall exercise the 
duties and powers of their offices until 
new militia districts are laid out in said 
new county as previded by law. and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 

The voters of said new county, qualified 
to vote for members of the general assem- 
bly, under the laws of Georgia, shall, on 
the first Wednesday in December, 1920, 
elect an ordinary, clerk of the superior 
court, sheriff, coroner, tax collector, tax 
receiver, county surveyor, county treasurer, 
repesentative, and county school superinten- 
dent, who shall hold office until the next 
general election for county officers shal! 
be held in the state of Georgia, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 
Said election shall be held at the usual 
voting places heretofore established. within 
the territory of said new county, and ehall 
be conducted in the manner now prescribed 
by law for hcelding elections for county of- 
ficers, and the officers elected therein «hal! 
qualify, give bond and take oath as pre- 
scribed by law, and enter upon the dis- 
arse of their resnective duties on the 1st 
day of January, 1921. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of Sections 829 to 
848, inclusive, of the code are hereby made 
applicable to said new county, and said 
new county, when created, shall be a ‘‘stat- 
utory county,’ and subject to all general 
laws applicable to counties of this state 

Sec,. 3. The county authorities of said 
new county shall have the right to create 
a debt for and on behalf of said county to 
defray the publie expenses thereof for the 
first year, without submitting the same 
to a vote of the qualified voters thereof. 

tec. 4. Said new county, when created, 
shall be entitled to one representative in 
the lower house of the general assembly of 
Georgin, and the membership of the said 
house shall be increased by one so as to 
admit of representation therein for said 
new county. 

Sec. 5. Whenever the constitutional 
amendment hereby proposed shall- be agreed 
to by two-thirds of the members of the 
two houses of the general assembly, and 
the same entered on their journals, with 
the ‘‘yeas’’ and ‘‘nays’’ taken thereon, the 
governor shall cause said proposed amend- 
iment to be published in at least two news- 
papers in cach congressional district in 
this state for a period of two month: next 
preceding the next general election: and 
the governor shall provide for the submis- 
sion of this proposed amendment to the 
electors of this state at the next general 
election to be held therein, for theif rati- 
fication or rejection. All persons voting 
in said election in favor of said proposed 
amendment shell have written or printed on 
their ballota the words, *‘For the amend- 
ponent to the constitution creattng the coun- 
ty of Seminole,’ and those opposed thereto 
shall have written or printed on thefr bal- 
lots the words, ‘‘Against the amendment 
to the constitution creating the county of 
Seminole.” The returns of said election 
shall be made to the secretary of state, 
who shall certify the result thereof to the 
governor, and if said proposed amendment 
be ratified by a majority of the voters 
voting in said general election, the gov- 
ernor shall issue his proclamation to said 
effect. 

Approved July 8, 1920.

the counties for the purpose of raising 
revenues for the benefit of either of said 
counties, whether the said debt is a bonded 
debt or one which has been insured for the 
benefit in any way for either of said coun- 
ties. The value of the taxable county iIn- 
cluded within the limits of the said Connty 
of Lamar at the time of the adoption of 
this amendment to the constitution in pro- 
portion to the value of the property in the 
counties from which the said County of 
Lamar is taken shall determine the pro- 
portionate amount of the indebtedness which 
shall be borne by the property of the tax- 
payers located within the limits of said 
proposed new county. 

‘‘Authority is hereby given to the ordinary 
of the said County of Lamar and to the 
officers of the counties from which said ter- 
ritory is taken who are charged with the 
management of the business of said coun- 
ties to settle and agree upon an amount 
of the said indebtedness that shall be as- 
sessedi against and paid by the said County 
of Lamar; and it is hereby made the duty 
of the ordinary of the said County of La- 
mar, when the amount of indebtedness with 
which the said County of Lamar is charge- 
able is so ascertained, to cause a tax to be 
levied upon all of the property within the 
limite of said county of Lamar sufficient to 
pay off and discharge the proportionate 
part of the indebtedness due by the said 
Lamar County. 

‘In the event of the failure or refusal of 
the ordinary of Lamar county to levy such 
tax, it shall be the duty of the judge of 
the superior court of the circuit to which 
said County of Lamar is attached to com- 
pel the ordinary of the said County of 
Lamar to perform the duty herein required 
of him. In the event of the failure of the 
authorities of the counties from which the

A PROCLAMATION 


Submitting a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution off Georgia to be voted on at 
the general election, to be held in Novem- 
ber, 1920, to amend paragraph 2, section 1, 
article 11 of the constitution of this state, 
so as to lay out and create a new county 
from portions of Clinch, Berrien and 
Lowndes counties, to be known as Lanier 
county, with the town of Milltown as the 
county seat.

WHEREAS, the general assembly at its 
session in 1919 proposed an amendment to 
the constitution of this state, as set forth 
in an act approved August 14, 1919, to wit: 
An Act to amend Paragraph 2, Section 1, 

Article 11 of the Constitution of this 

State. The following amendment i« pro- 

posed by the Sevate and House of Repre- 

sentatives of Georgia to Paragraph 2, See- 
tion 1. Article 11 of the Constitution of 
this state. 

Section 1. The general assembly of the 
state of Georgia hereby proposes to the 
people of Georgia an amendment to para- 
graph 2, section 1, article 11 of the consti- 
tution of this state, as follows: That In 
addition toe the eounties heretofore exist- 
ing in this state, created by the general 
asscinbly, and those created by amendment 
to the above and foregoing paragraph, sec- 
tion and article of the constitution of -this 
state, thete is hereby created an additional 
county, which county when created shall 
be known as Lanier county.

Any vacancies that may oc- 
cur before the next general election in 
any of the offices created thus for said 
county may be filled as now provided by 
law. The said county of Lanier shall he

Chicago, August 29.—Franklin D. | 
Roosevelt, democratic candidate fcr 
vice president, reviewed the results 
of the nineteen-day tour throug 
the west on his arrival from Omaha 
today on his way to Indianapolis, 
where he speaks tomorrow night. 

“Everywhere I found the keenest 
interest manifested ‘in the league of 
nations.” he declared. “There is no 
question but what the citizenship of 
the states I have visited is over- 
whelmingly in favor of the league. 
Many told me the interest today is 
deeper than six months ago. Partic- 
ularly is this true of the attitude 
of the women. 

“The west and northwest demand 
recognition from those for whom 
they will cast their votes ip Novem- 
ber.. They feel they are entitled to 
hear the issues between the tww 
parties as the party leaders view 
them. In other words, they demand 
that Governor Cox and Senator Har- 
ding come ts» them and let ther:

“The anxiety to see the candidates 
was evidenced by large and enthu 
Siastic reeeptions whereve. 1 weni

“The west is alert and progres- 
Sive. The people are thinking. They 
will not permit their minds to be 
befuddled on the question at issue 
betweer the two parties.

SEPTEMBER COTTON 'S 
IN SERIOUS CONDITION 


Columbia, S. C., August 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The American Cotton asso- 
ciation reports that the condition 
of the cotton crop on Augast 25 was 
67 per cent, according to the cron 
report of the American Cotton assu- 
ciation issued yesterday. It is de- 
clared by officials of the associa- 
tion, however, that ‘there has becy 
a deterioration in. the crop. since 
August 25. Acreage abandonment is 
given as 4% per cent. The crop is 
declared to be snappy. poorly fruit- 
eu and subject to marked deteriora- 
tion in September. 

The condition of cotton to the 
close of August 25, says the report, 
was 67 per cent. A supplementary 
investigation, however, shows a 
Startling deterioration, and were 
this report to be issued up to the 
close of the montn of August in- 
stead of up to August 25, it would 
show an _ additional deterioration 
unrecorded in any similar period. 
We find acreage abandonment since 
June 25 (the’ last repeért of the gov- 
ernment) of 44% per cent, this being 
due to the great shortage of labor 
end also to the fact that the grow- 
ing crop was four weeks late, re- 
quiring an cxtra late period of cul- 
tivation under adverse weather con- 
ditions. 

Due to the adverse weather con- 
ditions and to boll weevil and other 
insect damage, we find that the crop 
{is sappy, poorly fruited and sub- 
ject to the most marked deteriora- 
tion in September of any crop with- 
in the last fifty years. The Sep- 
tember period, under this late con- 
dition, will really be the August 
gzrowing period. Under these con- 
ditions we are finding the inevi- 
table certainty of the greatest de- 
terioration for September of any 
period ever recorded. Indications 
Plainly show: the certainty of an 
enormous reduction in the indicated 
vield when the last report is is- 
sued. 

We are facing the absolute cer- 
tainty of the sixth consecutive 
short crop. On the account of the 
enormous shortage of labor the 
matter of harvesting this cotton 
crop is‘ a,serious problem. Follow- 
ing the excessive rains and tae 
sanpns conditions of the crop, cot- 
ton is taking rust and bolls ar: 
crpening iramature, so that we are 
facing, even with normal condl- 
tions in the harvesting period, the 
certainty of haryesting a low-grade 
crop. A most complete investiga- 
tion extending over. a_i period of 
vears on the cost of production con- 
firms the correctness of these sta*te- 
ments of our special committee. Tne 
preliminary reports show the abso- 
lute certainty of this being thé 
most costly crop ever produced. In- 
quiries sent to thousands of grow- 
ers representing the various coun- 
ties in the fourteen cotton growing 
states confirm the report of the 


committee on the cost of production. 


Fixed Minimum Price. 

A minimum price based on the 
cost of production means a price 
above any price for which cotton 
has solq since the world war. The 
committee on the cost of produc- 
tion emphasizes the fact that there 
has never been any inflation In the 
price of raw cotton. That even 
based upon the cost of production 
as shown by the govefnment for 
1918 cotton crop, when it was stat- 
ed by this investigation of the gov- 
ernment that the 1919 cotton crop 
would show a marked increase in 
the cost of production, that the 
price paid for the raw product, 
based upon the difference in the 
gredes, proved beyond a shadow of 
a doubt that there has been no in- 
flntion in the price of raw cotton. 
That it has never failed to bring a 
reasonable price under the normal 
conditions hased upon supply ane 
demand, #nd the cost of production.

GIBRALTAR APES 
ORDERED KILLED 


Only Wild Monkeys in 
Europe to Be Extermi- 
nated by Order of Mili- 
tary Governor. 


London, August 29.—My first 
memory of Gibraltar is the memory 
of a lorry load of British soldiers, 


clad in khaki drill. singing “Over 
There” at the tops of their voices 
as they rode down the dazzling 
white road which leads past Ragged 
Staff landing to the north gate of 
the dockyard. My second memory 
is of a small blob of. yellow-brown 
which darted across that same 
road, mounted the old gray wall by 
the roadside and broke into a loud 
chattering. 

There are now, or soon will be, 
none of these scampering blurs of 
yellow-brown which mounted the 
old’ gray walls of Gibraltar and 
ehattered at cabs passing on their 
way from Ragged Staff landing to 
the old town. For it is a tradition 
at Gibraltar that every governor of 
the Rock shall issue at least one 
edict in connection with the famous 
Gibraltar apes, the only wild mon- 
.keys 1n Europe. General Sir H. lL. 
Smith-Dorrien has just issued his. 
The apes are to be exterminated, 

It is quite possible that, to lands- 
men, this momentous piece of news 
will con mand only a passing in- 
terest. But down along the piers 
in New ork, where the seamen 
Pause between trips, the fact that 
the Rock’s monkeys are to g0 may 
be a matter of some little concern. 
There are many landsmen to whom 
the Rock is not-a personal matter. 
But there are few seamen who have 
not welcomed the day when the 
Rock slid into view around Carnero 
Point—and who have not rejeiced 
even more vociferously when the 
Rock dropped below the horizon 
astem, 

Only Few Left. 

The number of monkeys now left 
on the Rock must be very 
but it is not to be concluded from 
this that the task of exterminating 
them will prove an easy one. Catch- 
ing them for deportation is a prob- 
lem -which might well fascinate 
anybodly who knows them. They 
can swing down 100-foot precipices 
in a matter of seconds. They are 


bow. You see one of them plainly. 
and the next instant—pouf!—he has 
vanished into salt air. They have 
no’ tails, but they have four good 
hands apiece, and their four hands 
are able to make ap adequate mo- 
mentary handhold out of the tiniest 
twig on the steepest precipice. 

Fox hounds would be out of the 
question and poison does not seem 
an altogether sporting finish to a 
famous tradition. As a matter of 
fact, the British @mpire has fed 
them for many years and it wauld 
not be difficult to put an end to 
them with poison. Previous gover- 
nors of the Rock have ordered them 
to cease ‘stealing fruit, to stay in 
certain areas, to cease devastating 
gardens belonging to officers of the 
garrison and to stop interrupting 
solemn military -reviews, and one 
kindly governor finally ordered 
them to be fed at the empire’s ex- 
pense, the cost working out at about 
$5 per monkey per year. Here in 
London nothing is known of the 
reasons for the extermination de- 
cree, unless the economy craze in 
the British government has madg it 
necessary for the war office to 
withdraw the monkey’s imperial 
subsistence allowance, , 

It is geherally believed by the In- 
habitants of the Rock. that a. nat- 
ural tunnel exists connecting Gi- 
braltar with the mainland of Africa, 
some 17 miles away, which is known 
to, and used by, the monkeys. Cer- 
tain it is that the actual number of 
these animals is known from time 
to time to the British personnel in 
charge of the signal station at the 
top of the Rock, and the older mon- 
keys, have even been given pet 
namés. Their numbers sometimes 
change in a most unaccountable 
way. Well-known monkeys are ab- 
sent for months and thén suddenly 
reappear with new strange adult 
monkeys of a similar breed. Those 
who know Gibraltar will agree that 
there not a square yard on the 
rock where they could have hidden. 

There used to be, and perhaps 
still is, an order on the board of the 
sentry box of the soldier on sentry 
go at government house to the ef- 
fect that (among other orders) he

I have never seen one of the mon- 
keys within the town of Gibraltar, 
a small gray-white compact group 
of stone buildings which? struggles 
up the steep side of the rock over- 
looking the bay. Mostly they are 
to be found around the dockyara 
gate, where British sailors on snort 
leave buy fruit from peddlers’ 
stands and throw away the skins 
and seeds as they walk toward the 
town for the monkeys to seize upon. 
They are to be found above the 
dockyard, where clumps of trees 
hide the nakedness of the rock. 
Along the roads which lead past the 
Alameda gardens toward Rosia and 
the naval hospital one is apt to 
come upon them. Where Windmill 
hill slopes steeply down to Euroya 
point I have seen them leap w4n 
the crash of the sunset gun shook 
the rock and echoed away to Al- 
geciras* and the coast of Spain 
across ‘the bay. 

They were the only inhabitants 
of Gibraltar who did not come more 
or less constantl? under the eye of 
Bill Cochran, Gibraltar’s chief of 


police, during the war. For Gibral-

“T am confidént,” the lord mayor 
whispered, between painful fits of 
coughing, “that my death will do 
more to smash the British empire 
than would my release.” This was 
one of his last statements to his 
sister, Mary, who had watched witht 
Sean, his brother, at his bedside, 
throughout Sunday night, and who 
remained near during the day. 

Series of Collapses. 

The last twenty-four hours were 
marked by a series of collapses, in 
each of which restoration was tn- 
creasingly difficult for the jail phy- 
One of these took place 
while he was attempting to con- 
verse with his wife, Muriel The 
lady mayoress, meanwhile, is on the 
verge of prostration, but had the 
courr|ge to return to the jail in the 
evening, haegard-eyed and weeping.

RAILROADS LOS 
SUPPORTING HAND 
OF U. 5. TREASURY 


After Tonight the Lines 
of the Country Must Be- 
gin Operations on Own 
Resources. 


LOSS OF $600,000,000 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


This Loss Accumulated 
During the Six Months in 
Which Earnings of the 


Roads Were Guaranteed. 


Washington, August 30.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Railroads of 
the country will begin operation on 
their own resources tomorrow night 
after having cost the gevernment 


éarnings were guaranteed by the 
transportation act. The carriers 
will be allowed further aid only 
though loans from the revolving 
fund which the act created. 

Earnings of the roads will fall 
about $690,000,000 below their stand- 
ard return for the period.  gince 
March 1, according to estimates to- 
day by the bureau of railway eco- 
nomics. Fewer than half a score 
of lines have produced revenue 
sufficient to equal actual operating 
expenses, which does not include 
“the fixed charges of interest, taxes 
and dividends. Definite figures on 
the cost to the government of the 
éarnings guarantee provisions of 
the transportation act will not be 
known for several months, or until 
the various systems are able to 
complete the mechanical task of 
balancing books and giving detailed 
figures. 

Roads Expect Money. 

Most all of the roads, however, 
have indicated already to the inter- 
state commerce commission and 
through it to the treasury that they 
will have money coming to them 
as a@ result of the guarantee. The 
treasury has received dozens of cer- 
tifications for advances under the 
guarantee within the last ten days. 
and more are expected tomorrow. 
Secretary Houston said. If the 
roads do not ask for an advance 
against probable deficits before to- 
morrow night they must wait fora 
final compilation of the sums the 
government owes them. 

Of the 1,194 lines of consequence 
in the country, 667 have accepted 
the government’s proposal for a di- 
vision of the surplus above the 
Standard return, and a guarantee of 
earnings should the revenues fall 
short. All of these accepting the 
proposal will be entitled to a final 
adjustment of accounts by the 
treasury and the payment, where 
the revenues were low, ol the ruar- 
anteed amounts. 

Among the lines not accepting the 
guarantee proposal were the South- 
ern and Pere Marquete systems. 
Neither of these have earned reve- 
nues equivalent to the amount 
which they would receive under the 
guarantee, according to Julius H. 
Parmelee, director of the bureau of 
railway economics. 

In the first four months of the 
guarantee, March, April, May and 
June, railroad revenues topped ac- 
tual expenditures for operation only 
once. The March revenues repre- 
sented a net return of $13,700,000, 
while there were deficits of $29,-

Mr. Hay @also testified the repub- 
lican natiG@aal committee was seek- 
ing. to raise approximately $1,000,- 
000 to be donated to state commit- 
tees for ‘their local campaigns, 
making. a total of slightly more 
than $4,000,000 in the republican 
campaign chest for all purposes. 

Mr. Cummings declared he be- 
lieved this amount was excessive 
and pointed to the 1916 campaign, 
saying he learned in his home state

“Has either party amy monopoly 
in this practice?” asked Senator 
Edge. 

“There is no monopoly upon the 
system,” rejoined Mr. Cummings, 
“but there is no doubt about the 
republican .success in that direc- 
tion.” 

Both Mr. Hays and Mr. Cummings 
refused to discuss details of their 
committee financing, asserting that 
as chairmen they had only a general 
knowledge of such subjects and 
that the books and records of the 
committee treasurers would have to 
be relied upon in that respect. 

Ne Large Centributions. . 

Neither knew of any large indi- 
vidual contributions and Mr. Hays 
was rather positive that the repub- 
lican plan to limit individual gifts 
to $1,000 was being carried out 
successfully. He knew of thirty- 
eight exceptions: to the rule, the 
largest being for %9,000, two for 
$5,000 each, and the other thirty- 
five for lesser amounts. 

Mr. Cummings explained that the

6395, vol. 5, Parks Code of Georgia.) 
‘Yet, ithas been held that the neg- 
lect of the legislature to make such 
provision does not operates to deprive 
those having the constitutional 
qualifications from exercising the 
right of franchise’ — Stalleup 
ys. Tacoma, 13 Wash. 141, ‘and 
that the necessity for registra- 
tion only becomes an essential] 
qualification when the legislature 
had enacted a proper registration 
law’—Morris vs. Powell, 125 Ind.,*281. 

“This rule is necessarily true, 
for otherwise a law could be enacted 
providing that only white persons 
might vote, and by such enactment, 
the provisions of the fifteenth 
amendment would be defeated. No 
one would contend for a moment 
that this could be held to be the law, 
and yet, today we are confronted 
with the same condition, to-wit: “Phe 
constitution of Georgia prohibiting 
all persons. from. voting, unless reg- 
istered, and the statutes of Georgia 
authorizing only the registration of 
males. It is to the effect of laws 
dealing with the right of suffrage 
that the courts look, and not to the 
language’—Meyers versus Ander- 
son, 238 U. S. 368. Fuinn versus 
United States, 238 U. S. 347. 

Laws of Georgia. 

“The laws of Georgia dealing with 
the registration of voters are em- 
bodied in code sections 24 and 74, in- 
clusive, of Parks code. These laws 
deal Only with registration of 
‘males.’ One of the provisions of 
the oath which must be subscribed 
to is that the applicant possesses 
the ‘qualifications of an elector re- 
quired by the constitutional amend- 
ment adopted in 1908,” and, as one 
of the qualifications embodied inthis 
amendment, is that such applicant 
be ‘male,’ it is manifestly impossi- 
ble for any womanto take the oath 
and, therefore, impossible for sucn 
woman to register. Were the provi- 
sion that only registered voters 
should exercise the franchise upheld 
in this instance, the legis.ature of 
Georgia could, so far as the state of 
Georgia is concerned, disfranchise 
every woman jin the state of Geor- 
gia by failing or refusing to change 
the present registration laws. Cer- 
tainly they could not by indirection 
in this manner do that which they 
cannot do directly. While it is true 
that we have concluded in the first 
portion of this opinion that the 19th 
amendment modifies the word ‘male’ 
in the constitution of Georgia, still 
the oath to be taken requires the 
applicant to swear that he is pos- 
Sessed of the qualifications set forth 
in the amendment adopted in 1908— 
not that the applicant qualified by 
law, or is qualified to vote, but by 
reference it makes the language of 
the amendment a part of the oath, 
just as effectively as though it 
were written into the oath verbatim. 

“In so far as the six months’ pe- 
riod of registration prior to an elec- 
tion is concerned, this is arrived at 
by the provisions of code section 38, 
which provides that the registra- 
tion books shall be closed for the 
election six months prior to the gen- 
eral election. As there is no law 
in Georgia under which women may 
register, or any manner in which 
their names may get upon such lists, 
this section is wholly inapplicabie to 
them, as are other registration laws 
of this state.

The first section of the proposed amend- 
ment is as follows: 

‘The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any 
state on account of sex.’’ 

The language is similar to that employed 
in the fifteenth amendment in abolishing 
discrimination On account of race, color or 
prevous condition of servitude. The fif- 
teenth amendment pxrcvides: 

“That the right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any 
state on’ account of race, color or previous 
condition »/ servitude ’”’ 

In holding the so-called grandfather 
clause of the constitution of Oklahoma to 
be invalid, as being in conflict with the 
fifteenth amendment, the supreme court 
of the United States considered the effect 
of that amendment upon the word ‘‘white’’ 
containd in the state constitutions and 
Statutes prescribing the qualifications of 
voters, The court, by Mr. Chief Justice 
White, said: 

Opinion of Court. 

“‘While in the true sense, thereforeg the 
amendment gives no right of suffrage, it 
was long ago recognized that in operation 
its prohibition might measurably have that 
effect; that is to say, that as the com- 
mand of the amendment was self-executing 
and reached without legislative action the 
conditions of discrimination against which 
it was aimed, the result might arise that 
as a consequence of the striking down of a 
discriminating clause a right of suffrag: 
would be enjoyed by reason of the general 
character of the provision which would re- 
main after the discrimination was stricken 
out. Ex parte Yarbrough, 110 U. 8. 651: 
Neal v. Delaware 103 U. 8. 870. A familiar 
illustration of this doctrine resulted from 
the effect of the adoption of the amend- 
ment on state constitutions in which at the 
time of the adoption of the amendment th» 
right of suffrage was conferred on all 
White male citizens, since by the inherent 
power of the amendment the word whit 
disappeared and therefore all male citizens 
without discrimination on account of race 
color or previous condition of servitude came 
ge pe may of suffrage made 
state.

The two chairmen agreed that leg- 
islation looking to federal control 
of presidential campaigns was de- 
sirable.

A suggestion that a constitutional 
amendment might be necessary to 
give congress oversight of presiden- 
tial campaigns brought from Mr. 
Hays a proposal that the parties 
might unite in an effort to obtain 
such a change in the basic law. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Hays had 
“hoped that this committee will rec- 
ommend the passage of a bill regu- 
lating primary election expenses in 
national, congressional and senato- 
rial campaigns,” 

He also favored having ali pri- 
mary elections for federal ; officers 
held on a single day in every state. 

Democratic Speeches Franked. 

Representative Flood estimated 
$220,000 would be required by his 
democratic congressional committee 
to conduct its efforts properly, but 
presented figures to show that he had 
received only $8,700 in subscriptions. 
He turned the money over to the 
democratic national committee, he 
said, and expected that committee to 
finance his congressional campaigns. 

Questioning of Representative 
Flood brought out that he had had 
printed by the public printer at 
Washington 1,890,000 copies of 
speeches by democratic congress- 
men. He had pledged his committee 
to pay $5,098.48, he said. 

The speeches were being sent out 
under congressional frank, thereby 
eliminating postage bills. His com- 
mittee, he said, would neéd $20,000 
for its administration expenses. It 
pays no rent, as it uses the house 
office building at Washington for 
hemdquarters, he said. 

Joseph L. Rhinock, treasurer of 
the committee, said he couldgshed 
no light upon receipts or expendi- 
tures, 

On questioning Mr. Cummings, 
Chairman Kenyon asked how much 
money it would take to buy the 
American electorate, saying Gover- 
nor Cox had charged that the re-

The witness could not say how 
many officials were at the San Fran- 
cisco convention, but referred the 
committee to the convention records.

Liquor Interests and Cox. 


Mr. Hays charged that in addi- 
tion to the regular democratic cam- 
paign activities, that the liquor in- 
terests of the country were raising 
large amounts to forward the Cox 
candidacy. In support of this charge 
he gave the committee a letter 
signed by George T. Carroll as 
President of the New Jersey Fed- 
eration of Liquor Interests.

Senator Reed brought out that 
the Carroll letter was obtained by 
Mr. Hays from Senator Frelin®@huy- 
sen, of New Jersey. 

Mr, Hays then grouped under five 
headings charges he said Governor 
Cox had made, and as he conclud- 
ed reading each of them, he added: 

“That statement also is false.” 

Senator Reed said newspaper ar- 
ticles by Mr. Hays were more than 
a year old and already in the  om- 
mittee’s files. 

Mr. Hays finally offered three 
newspaper clippings reporting an 
alleged democratic’ plan to raise 
$10,000,000 Without putting them in 
the record. and suggested that 
Clarence B. Miller, secretary of the 
republican national committee, who. 
he said had investigated the re- 
ports, be subpoenaed. The commit- 
tee agreed. 

Reed and Hays Clash. 


Senator Reed and Mr. Hays clash- 
ed when the reptiblican chairman 
charged the democratic party with 
misusing government funcs in its 
campaign. The Missouri senator de- 
manded the. source of Mr. Hays’ 
information and was refe*red to 
the speeches of Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, in the senate, as reported 
in the Congressional Record. 

A letter from the comptroller of 
the reggae dated July 30 and sent 
to the banks of the country was 
offered by Mr. Hays as evidence of 
what he called “democratic propa- 
ganda through misuse of official 
sources.”

corporations and pledging ‘moral 
and financial support” to a publi- 
cation by William Barnes, of The 
Albany (N. Y.) Journal. Ny 

Among the signers, 48 read by 
Senator Reed, were John D. Rock- 
eféller and John D. Rockefeller, Jr.: 
the American Tobacco company, by 
Percival S. Hill, president; the Guar- 
anty Trust company of New York, 
by Charles H. Sabin, president; the 
Berwyn-White Coal company, the 
Hudson Coal company, the Genera! 
Electric company, the Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky corporation, Julius 
Fleischmann and the William Wrig- 
ley, Jr., company. 

“The publication

Without a record vote the com- 
mittee received the newspaper ac- 
counts of Governor Cox’s speeches 
at Wheeling, W. Va. Pittsburgh 
and Evansville. 

A shorthand account of the Pitts- 
burgh speech was also placed into 
the record. 

Hays Takes the Stand. 

Will Hays, chairman of the re- 
publican national committee, was 
then called to the stand. 

Mr. Hays told the senators at the 
outset of his testimony that the re- 
publican management welcomed the 
opportunity further fully to set 
forth the effort of the republican 
national committee to popularize 
the giving of money for campaign 
purposes by getting smal contribu- 
tions from a great many men and 
women, thus forever eliminating 
any possible opportunity for sinis- 
ter influences in connection with 
money. in politics. 

He said this plan 
money grew out of 
causes: 

"The real desire to work 
reform in the elimination of any 
possible improper obligation,” and 
because, experienced in raising 
funds for war purposes had made 
popular drives “familiar activity, 
and it seemed possible to undertake 
that kind of action by a political 
organization.” | 

Mr. Hays explained that the plan 
Was proposed early in 1919, and 
that the purpose has been to limit 
the contributions to a thousand dol- 
lars for any one year from any in- 
dividual, or a thousand dollars be- 
fore the nominating convention, and 
a thousand after. 

“We have all tried to adhere to 
that plan,” he said. 

Mr. Hays described the organiza- 
tion of a general commitee of ways 
and méans, acting under the treas- 
urer, to carry the work into each 
state, and of a state ways and 
méans committee, with a man as 
state chairman, and a woman as 
vice chairman, then to endeavor 
to get a county chairman of ways 
and means, anda woman vice chair- 
man, and then, by such processes 
of organization as_ the _ localities 
might adopt, organize just.as in @ 
Remw@ Crose or Liberty loan cam- 
paign. 

Greatest Publicity Given. 

"The greatest publicity has been 
given to the movement,” he ex- 
plained, because, he said: 

“Upon the acquainting of the 
party pubile of the purpose de- 
pended the political interest.” 

“As the effort progressed,” the 
witness said, “tentative quotas were 
fixed by the terasurer’s office, all 
tentative and rather as a goal— 
always high, of course, for the par- 
ticular state to drive for, and 
changing constantly.”

Senator Kenyon asked Mr. Hays 
if the committee had received any 
contributions from corporations. 

“No.” the witness sald. 

“You estimate. then. that the 
eamnatign will cost ebont $5,000,090?" 

“Yes. hut that tnelvdes more than 
$1.900,000 spent in state campaicns 
and *«rstened to these states,” 

Werking Out Budget. 

“The campaign budget or estimate 
was worked out, beginning as of 
July 1, of a total amount which 
would be needed for the actual cam- 
paign. and this was $3.079,.037.20,” 
Mr. Hays said. Of this total, $265.- |

100 was apportioned to the speak- 
ers’ bureau. Headquarters expenses 
was set at $750,824 for Washington, 
New York, Boston, Chicago, DenVer 
and San Francfsco, and fuints for 
ali headquarters were estimated at 
$45,643. 

For publicity, $1,346,500 was ap- 
propriated, and for miscellaneous o 
jects, such as bureaug of clubs, 
shipping departmentsand distribu- 
tion, freight, express, all traveling 
and other expenses incident to 
raseteg of ,money, $680,920 was set 
aside. 

“It is my opinion that about this 
amount will be necessary for the 
national committee to spend,” gaid 
Mr. Hays. “There may be expenses 
arising, of course, that we cannot 
now anticipate, but this is aproxi- 
mately the amount that we bfflieve 
necessary. 

‘This does not, of course, include 
collections for states where there 
is a mutual agreem-“t ft*st sucn 
collecting for atate and national 
committees shall be done jointly. 
While it makes the total amount 
that passes through the - national 
committee treasurer greater than is 
spent by the national committee, it 
gives unity of collecting effort 
that is desirable, both in the sav- 
ing of time and labor, and less 
bother to the one who is solicited. 

“It ig my opinion that the total 
amount which has been, and will be, 
finally collected by the joint money 
raising organizationg for the use 
of all state committees in their State 
elections will approximate a mil- 
lion dollars. This is no part of the 
national committee’s fund.” 

The Democratic Fund. 


Mr. Hays then enarged that the 
democgatic organization had plan- 
ned to raise from $5,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 to finance its presidential 
campaign, and called attention, in 
that connection, to The New York 
World of Sunday, August 24, 1919, 
reporting a meeting of the demo- 
cratic national executive committee 
at Atlantic City. He said this ac- 
count quoted “W. D, Jamieson,” of 
the democratic natfonal committee, 
as telling of plans to finance the 
1920 campaign by a campaign fund 
of $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. 5 

A similar article from The New 
York Times of August 24,1919, was 
quoted, and he then offered an ex- 
cerpt fron. The New York Tribune 
of October 26, 1919, which said that 
“W. D. Jamieson, director of finance 
of the democratic national com- 
mittee, has under way a colossal plan 
to raise funds.” 

“Also. we were advised of the 
continuing activities of the opposi- 
tion in their 1918 soliciting mas 
chinery,” said Mr. Hays, ‘‘with very 
large offices in the Bond building, 
at Washington, and with several 
hundred employees, Which money- 
raising machinery was said to cost 
in itself Several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

“We are advised of the alleged 
misuse of governmental instruments 
and functions by the democratic 
organization for political Durposes, 
sending out thousands of tons of 
propaganda by the democratic ad- 
ministration during the paper short- 
age, while limiting the use of pa- 
per by the press, and that a large 
part of it was demoocratic political 
propaganda, all paid for by tax- 
payers’ money; and were informed, 
too, that the democratic committee 
even resorted to drawing drafts on 
bankers in whose banks government 
funds weré deposited, wiring such 
bankers that they had already 
drawn such drafts. 

To Collect Money Outside. 

“We were advised, also, and late- 
ly, of the effort of certain interests 
to collect money outside the demo- 
cratic national committee to try to 
aid in the election of Governor 
Cox. Evidence of this. I am prepared 
to submit, if desired.” 

Mr. Hays said state committees 
could not continue to raise funds 
after reeciving their share collected 
under the joint agreement, and said 
nomen of large means had been con- 
sulted regarding a plan for under- 
writing the republican campaign. 
He said the committee had borrowed 
Some money, but that it wasa 
Straight Joan. He had not heard of 
anv prom{ses or agreementt by which 
anyone would receive favors in the 
event of a republican victory. 

Senatbr Kenyon interlected: 

“May I ask, Mr. Hays, whether 
von have heard of the democratic 
party making any promises to 
anvone?’’ 

“Well, there ig the statement 
about the Pritish ambassador con- 
tributing to Mr. Cox’s campaign, 
and I have heard a lot of rymore by 
responsible persons In which I have 
taken no particular stock.” 

“Since the 1920 convention there 
has been raised’: by the national 
committee for its own use $618%,- 
013.54 up to August 26.”

THEODORE ROOSEVELT 
THRUSTS AT GOV. COX 


Bangor, Maine, August 30.—An 
appeal to Americans to meet pres- 
ent critical conditions “with clear 
eyes, with honesty and a_ steady 
hand,” was made by Lieutenant Col- 
one] Theodore Roosevelt in a speech 
here today. He said what this 
country needs most is “common 
sense, common decency and common 
honesty.” 

“We must meet the future de- 
termined that we are going for- 
ward, always forward, to better 
things and that we will not let 
unreasoning -fear force us _ into 
senseless reaction,” said Colonei 
Roosevelt. “Equally, however, we 
must not let our country be gov- 
erned by indolent discontent and the 
impractical theories of the doctri- 
naire. 

“This country has been conceived 
and moved forward to its domi- 
nating greatness on one theoryyof 
zovernment,” he continued. “ana 
that is representative godvernment. 
The democratic party during its ten- 
ufe of office has contravened this 
and endeavored to set up a dicta- 
torship of the executive. What the 
republican party proposes to do is 
to establish again the powers ana 
functions of congress and the senate. 

“In Mr. Cox the democrats have 
chosen a man whose shifty hypocri- 
cy thoroughly entitles him to be the 
leader of the party whose admin- 
istration has darkened the pages of 
our history during the last eight 
years. He inveighs against the re- 
publican party. He says its plat- 
form does not acclaim the fine part 
played by America in tne war. 


“Does hd not Know that it is

Whether permanent peace or a 
new period of war emerges from 
the final peace conference depends 
less on the territorial rearrange- 
ments that are made than on the 
creation or failure to create a world 
law in which men everywhere will 
have confidence. Even a superfi- 
cial review of the racial and na- 
tional problems with which” the 
eouncil of nations will have to deal 
enough to show that however 
justly they make their decisions. 
some races ang governments will 
be placed in a position which under 
the old regime would have been 
dangerous and ftrritating. The first 
lesson one Jearns is ‘that the abso- 
lute standards of right and wrong 
are not easy to apply. 

The case of Alsace-Lorraine fs a 
conspicuous example. Opinion in 
America is almost unanimous that 
these provinces, stolen from France 
in 1871, should be returned to her 
now. President Wilson has pledged 
our government to their return. Yet 
the inspired emigration from Ger- 
many, added to the original Ger- 
manic population in the western 
portions of the two provinces, seems 
to have created a possible German 
majority in both. The presence of 
this majority is not a reason for 
allowing Germany, the dispossessor 
of thousands of the original inhab- 
itants, to retain control, yet ft de- 
mands tactful treatment if the ie- 
stored territories are not to be the 
cause of a new “revanche” move- 
ment. Anh international court of 
justice, empowered to hear com- 
plaints of race minorities, included 
within alien boundaries, would pre- 
vent such discontent from becom- 
ing serious. In the absence of 
such a court Germany, recovering 
her strength, as she can not be 
prevented from doing in the long 
course of time, would seek to get 
back what she has lost, 2nd new 
wars would result, 

Even Belgium might be disinte- 
grated by German influence if the 
old game of win and lose were 
again resumed by the great pow- 
ers. The Flemings, who make up

If anything 
were to be gained by this policy.

An interna- 
tional court, hacked with snfficient 
power, will make such a conspiracy 
hapeless from the first. Neither 
racial element in Belgium will need 
either to concillate or to prepare 
against its strong neighbors, but 
will be guaranteed peace and secu- 
rity In which to work out its des- 
tiny.

Boundaries which will sat- 
isfy al' racial claims and which un- 
der the old regime would not lead 
etraight to oppression cannot pos- 
sibly be drawn. If the tables are 
turned, the eppressed will turn on 
the -oppressor, which settles noth- 
ing. Only a trusted world tribunal 
to which internal disputes can be 
referred and which will bring io 
them an exact and impartia. scru- 
tiny, can prevent continual in- 
trigues, conspiracies, assassinations 
and bleody conflicts.

Gentlemen: Under the provisions of the 
highway law, each congressional district 
is made a road district for the purpose of 
constructing highways, and in the expendi- 
ture of the state aid road fund or other 
available funds the highway commission is 
required annually to divide these funda 
among the road districts or congressionsi 
districts on a certain basis. The collection 
of motor vehicle fees is the very founda- 
tion of the highway system, and the en- 
forcement of the motor vehicle law is put 
upon the sheriffs, county commissioners and 
ordinaries in counties where there are no 
county commissioners, the secretary of state 
peing required to call the attention 
the sheriffs to the motor vehicle 
least once every month. 

In January, last, I advised county commis 
sloners and sheriffs not to arrest the oper- 
ator of any publicly owned and publicls 
used motor vehicle for failure to have a 
tag until after the meeting of the legis- 
lature, At its recent session the legisla 
ture made no change in the law. Under 
the letter of the law, no motor vehicles 
are exempt from the payment of fees ex- 
cept road rollers and traction engines. Un- 
der a decision of the supreme court I do 
not believe any publicly owned and publicly 
used metor yehicle by the state or anv vf 
lis political subdivisions or institutions are 
required to register and pay the prescribed 
motor vehicle fees. 

In order that all officers in any way 
connected with the collection of these fees. 
with the enforcement of the motor vehicle 
law, with the execution of the hichway 
commission law may have a clear under- 
standing of what each’ one is to do, I in- 
vite each and all of you to a conference 
to be held in the office of secretary of 
State September 1 at 11 a. mn.

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BROKERS. ARE BLAMED 
FOR HGH COAL PRICES 


Special Investigator for Gov- 
ernment Conducts Probe 
in Tennessee. 


Charges that coal brokers have 
conspired to bring about an increase 
in coal prices, thereby realizing 
enormous profits, will be made in 
the report to the district attorney 
by A. J. Wismer, special investi- 
gator for the department of jus- 
tice, who returned Monday from 
Tennessee coal fields, where he 
has conducted a thorough probe 
into coal prices, it was learned Mon- 
day at the federal building. 

Mr. Weismer told of instances 
where brokers made contracts for 
coal at the mines laste April and 
May when prices were approximate- 
ly $3 a ton, and are now reaping 
rich profits. 

“The prices at the mines now 
vary from $8 to $12 per ton,” Mr. 
Wismer said. “There are many in- 
Stances where as many: as _ five 
transfers of ownership have been 
made on cars of coal, each netting 
a big profit to brokers. 

“Other practices coming to my 
attention is the paying of com- 
missions to men Who buy coal for 
the mine operators and the brokers. 
It is also known that brokers buy 
coal from each other on regular 
agreements of ‘I'll buy coal from 
you today, and you'll buy from me 
tomorrow. ‘That is done to make 
a big profit and yet make their 
books look reasonably decent to 
the investigating eye. 

“T met one Atlanta owner of a 
coal yard in the Knoxville coal field 
and he informed me that while the 
fair-price commission of Georgia al- 
lowed him to sell coal at $15.75 a 
ton, he did not have the heart to 
do so. That view is being general- 
ly taken by coal retailers through- 
out the south. In Knoxville the re- 
tail coal dealers will not buy coal 
at all until the prices come down. 
as they refuse to ask exorbitant 
prices from their customers.”

CRIMES OF NEGROES 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 30.— 
The United ,’astors’ association (ne- 
gro) of Chattanooga, in session here 
today, condemned in no uncertain 
terms the murder of Abe Baron and 
attempted assault on a young white 
woman, to which two. young  ne- 
groes have confessed. The resolu- 
tlons demand that justice be meted 
ont legally to the guilty perpetra- 
ors. 

The resolutions adopted are 
follows: 

“In regard to the awful, das- 
tardly crime said to have been com- 
mitted a few days ago at Urchville 


by two young colored men, who are! 


Said to have confessed the crime, 
we wish to put ourselves on record 
as being understood not to con- 
done such crimes or lawless acts 
by any people of this peaceful com- 
munity. 

“We also do not condone any de- 
gree of recklessness that might be 
done by any citizen that is calcu- 
lated to disturb the peace and har- 
mony of the good people of Chat- 
tanooga, or to cause the least pos- 
sible friction between the races. 

“In doing this we feel that we 
have gone our limit when we ex- 
press the hope that such lawful 
stéps may be taken that will bring 
the perpetrators of such crimes 
to justice, and we, furthermore, put 
ourselves on record as being ready 


to do all in our power as ministers 


to admonish all those with whom 
we have to do to be law-abiding 
citizens. 

“The leaders and 0better class 
among the colored people of this 
city deplore the fact that colored 
men should be in any way connect- 
ed with so great a crime.”

Federal Reserve Board. 

A great deal of misapprehension 
and misconception on the part of 
the general public is responsible for 
criticisms leveled at the federal re- 
serve board, which are not entirely 
justified. It has been stated many 
times that banks have refused loans 
on the plea that the federal re- 
serve board had ordered them to 
discontinue making loans on’ that 
particular Kind of paper. 

This seeemd to me to be entirely 
inconsistent with what I knew the 
previous attitude of the board to 
be, and 1 wired Governor Harding, 
ot the federal reserve board, .at 
Washington, to either affirm or 
deny these statements. I1 have just 
received this wire from him: 

“Responsibility of passing upon 
desirability of paper offered for 
discount by member banks rests 
entirely upon officers and directors 
of Federal Reserve banks. They 
are not compelled by law to dis- 
count any paper regardless of its 
technical eligibility which does not 
appeal to them as a desirable in- 
vestment for a,.Federal Reserve 
bank. 

“They are directed in section 4 
of the federal! reserve act to be fair 
and impartial, and to avoid dis- 
in favor of or against 
any member bank, and to extend 
to each member bank such dis- 
counts advancements, and accom- 
modations as may be safely and rea- 
sonably made with due regard for 
the claims and demands of other 
member banks. The board has nev- 
er heard of any sustained complaint 
that any member bank has been de- 
nied its fair proportion gf discounts 
by any Federal Reserve bank. 
(Signed) “W. P. G. HARDING, 


“Governor.” 
Attempts to Evade. 


It would seém therefore that if 
banks inform their customers that 
any particular loan has been for- 
bidden’ by the federal reserve board, 
they are merely trying to evade 
responsibility by shifting it to the 
shoulders of the federal reserve 
board. 

Extreme dullness in the trading 
end irregularity in price movements 
marked the day on the New York 
stock exchange Monday. 

Securities that showed signs of 
activity during the brief rally of 
last week lapsed into a state of 
duliness and inactivity.

Coffee.

This created some little inter- 
est here and the opening was 17 to 22 
peints higher, but the advance met scat- 
tered selling, which became a little more 
active following reports of an easier turn 
in Santos.

several governments, respectively 
parties to such treaties or conven- 
tions, that so much thereof as im- 
pose any such restrictions on the 


United States will terminate on the — 


expiration of such periods as may 
be required for the giving of such 
notice by the provisions of such 
treattes or conventions.’ 

“This part of the bill has not 
been much discusged. A treaty, a8 
you know, is a contract between 
nations. The treaties here affect- 
ed are the commercial treaties oa 
which our rights to do business 
with the nations of the world os 
pend. Manifestly we cannot téfe- 
minate these treaties without the 
consent of the country affected. 
Since they are reciprocal all that 
we have a right to do ts to termi- 
nate the treaties according to their 
terms. 

“Some treaties may be terminat- 
ed on a fixed notice. Others are to 
run a definite number of years and 
may then be terminated on a fixed 
notice. The countries wlll scarcely 
consent to modify the treaties giv- 
ing a right to discriminate against 
the commerce and at the same tirnie 
permit us to enjoy the rights whicl 
the treaties secure to us. A for- 
mal notice will probably result ip 


the entire abrogation of the-tteaty. 


Practical Difficulty. 


“Passing, for the moment, any 
question of International good faith, 
we may confront the practical diffi- 
culty that we have no right to trade 
with other countries, since ovup 
rights in this behalf rest on the 
treaties affected; and, of course, It 
may folow that the business of the 
country will find itself very greatly 
embarrassed. 

“While I am not charged with 
this matter, it seems to me it was 
something you should be glad t 
have called to your attention.”
